Reasons for Allowance 

8. Claims 1-3 and 5 are allowed. The invention of independent claim 1 recites a 
fuel cell reactant gas supply passage with buffers connected to the flow grooves. The 
inlet and outlet buffers are substantially triangular with a first, second, and third side 
where the third oblique side of each of the buffers is substantially parallel to one side of 
each of the reactant gas supply passage and the reactant gas discharge passage. The 
closest prior art of record, Inoue et al. and Sha et al. do not teach the buffers with a third 
oblique side of each of the buffers being substantially parallel to one side of each of the

reactant gas supply passage and the reactant gas discharge passage as stated in the 
claim.
